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REPORT. 


To  THE  Hon.  Thomas  0.  Moore, 

Governor  uf  the  State  of  Louisiana  : 

lu  compliance  with  the  law  requiring  the  Board  of  Health  to  pre- 
sent, at  the  close  of  every  year,  a  statement  of  its  transactions,  the 
following  is  respectfully  submitted  : 

The  Board  of  Healtli  is  happy  to  report  that  New  Orleans  has  been 
spared  the  visitation  of  the  yellow  fever  epidemic  during  the  summer 
last  past.  The  Board  may  add,  that  the  general  health  of  the  city  has 
been  more  satisfactory  during  the  last  season  than  on  preceding  years. 
It  must  be  acknowledged,  however,  that  the  absence  of  an  epidemic 
was  not  due  to  a  better  cleaning  of  the  streets,  gutters,  and  yards  ; 
for,  in  this  connection,  the  city  has  made  no  progress  on  the  system 
of  preceding  years.  It  affords  pleasure  to  the  Board  to  add,  that  the 
Common  Council  has  ordered  a  work  of  public  improvement,  having 
for  its  object  the  establishing  of  a  system  of  general  irrigation,  which 
will  have  the  most  salutary  effect  upon  the  public  health. 

Although  yellow  fever,  in  its  epidemic  form,  has  not  reigned  during 
last  summer,  it  must  bo  admitted  that  certain  sporadic  cases  have 
occurred,  which  cannot  be  attributed  to  importation  ;  fur,  besides  the 
strict  observance  of  the  Quarantine  Law,  until  the  period  fixed  by  the 
Board  (10th  October),  it  is  certain  that  not  a  single  case  of  yellow 
fever  broke  out,  either  on  board  of  a  vessel  in  our  port,  or  in  the 
vicinity  thereof ;  as  will  be  further  shown  by  the  documents  made 
part  of  this  report. 

Dr.  Zehender,  a  physician  of  great  experience,  and  who  has  had 
occasion  to   see  a  great  many  yellow  fever  epidemics,  was  called  to 


see  the  first  individual  attacked  this  year  by  the  disease.  We  deem 
proper  to  insert  in  this  report  the  very  interesting  note  on  this  sub- 
ject, which  he  has  communicated  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Health  : 

"  Augustus  Schmidt,  butcher,  nineteen  years  old,  native  of  Ger- 
many, three  years  in  America  ;  left  the  city  the  two  preceding  sum- 
mers. ,.  ^ 

"  Several  days  previous  to  the  2*Itb  June,  complained  of  fatigue. 
On  the  27th  was  removed  from  corner  Milan  and  Chippewa  streets, 
in  Jefferson  City,  to  corner  Eighth  and  Laurel  streets.  Fourth  Dis- 
trict ;  complained  of  pain  in  the  back  of  the  neck,  knees,  and  back, 
frontal  headache,  eyes  injected,  pulse  120,  tongue  thick,  with  edge 
red,  gums  swollen,  edge  covered  with  a  white  coating. 

"  Under  treatment,  improved  for  several  days  ;  5th  July,  black 
discharge  ;  did  not  take  either  medicine  or  food.  Family  removed 
with  him,  on  the  9th,  to  Seventh  street,  between  Laurel  and  Annun- 
ciation streets.  Next  day,  at  noon,  was  called  to  see  him  ;  abdomen 
distended  ;  skin  of  a  dirty  yellow  color  ;  tongue  black.  At  11,  p.  m  , 
vomited  dark  matter,  and  died  before  12  at  night. 

"  Next  morning  found  his  shirt  in  a  tub,  took  it  and  scraped  off 
some  of  the  vomito. 

"  On  the  29th,  two  days  after  my  visit  to  Schmidt,  called  to  see  his 
comrade,  in  the  same  house,  in  JelFerson  City  ;  complained  the  same  ; 
treatment  for  yellow  fever. 

"  R.  Zehender." 

A  second  case  was  observed  on  the  24th  June,  that  is  to  say,  one 
month  after  the  first  case,  by  Dr.  Maas,  on  an  individual  residing  in 
Conti  street,  between  Dauphine  and  Bourbon  streets.  Dr.  Maas  had 
the  obligingness  to  invite  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
the  latter  having  immediately  done  so,  the  following  remarks,  the 
result  of  his  visit,  were  read  to  the  Board  : 

"  I  was  yesterday  called  at  No.  100  Conti  street,  between  Bourbon 
and  Dauphine,  by  Dr.  Maas,  to  see  a  man  by  the  name  of  Peysa  ;  is 
about  twenty-five  years  of  age,  a  native  of  Poland  ;  for  the  last  four 
years  a  resident  of  this  city.  The  history  of  the  symptoms  in  the 
case,  as  furnished  by  Dr.  Maas,  is  as  follows  : 

"  For  several  days  he  complained  of  headache,  backache,  and  weak- 
ness in  the  knees  and  legs  ;  he  vomited,  but  the  character  of  the 
matter  could  not  be  ascertained. 


"  Dr.  Maas  informed  me  that  he  had  beeu  called  at  1 1  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  and  found  him  in  a  prostrated  state  ;  the  head  was  very 
hot,  the  eyes  a  little  injected  and  yellow,  the^kin  a  little  yellow  and 
very  hot,  complaining  of  an  acute  backache,  the  tongue  dry  and 
black,  the  gums  bleeding  and  of  a  black  color,  the  respiration  hot, 
anxious,  and  the  breath  smelling  bad  ;  no  pain  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  neither  in  the  abdomen.     Pulse,  124. 

"  I  have  seen  the  patient  this  evening  at  9  o'clock,  and  have  found 
the  symptoms  as  above  stated  ;  some  of  them  mitigated  ;  pulse,  120. 
In  my  opinion,  the  case  offers  all  the  preliminary  symptoms  of  yellow 
fever.  A  purgative  was  administered  to  the  patient,  and  caused  six 
evacuations  of  a  black  matter,  smelling  very  badly 

"New  Orleans,  July  24,  18G0." 

It  is  just  to  add,  on  the  testimony  of  the  President  of  the  Board, 
that  the  different  physicians  who  visited  this  patient  were  not  unani- 
mous as  to  the  nature  of  the  diseapc  ;  five,  however,  recognized  the 
typhus-icterodes. 

On  the  14th  of  September,  the  President  vi  the  Board  was  also 
invited  by  Dr.  Chastant  to  see  one  of  his  patients,  on  Roman  street, 
between  St.  Louis  and  Conti.  The  President  and  Drs.  Sabin,  Martin, 
and  Chastant,  went  together  to  see  the  patient,  and  recognized,  unhes- 
itatingly, a  case  of  yellow  fever.  Independently  of  the  most  char- 
acteristic symptoms,  they  recognized,  in  a  bowl  presented  to  them, 
black  vomit,  like  coffee  drains,  which  would  have  been  sufficient  to  dispel 
their  doubts,  had  any  existed. 

Finally,  Dr.  Bayon,  of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  Paris,  had  under 
treatment,  a  patient  in  prey  to  yellow  fever.  Here  is  the  note  tliis 
esteemed  physician  has  kindly  communicated  in  writing  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  : 

"John  Poole,  a  native  of  Ireland,  aged  about  twenty-three  or 
twenty-four  years,  residing  in  Burgundy  street,  between  Ursnliues 
and  Hospital  In  the  city  since  a  year  ;  fell  sick  on  Sunday  Sep- 
tember 9  ;  seen  on  the  12th  of  the  same  month,  at  my  reciuest,  by 
Drs.  Paget  and  Borde,  who  recognized  yellow  fever  ;  cured  on  the 
nth  of  September  ;  treatment  by  quinine  from  the  beginning,  and 
sustained  during  two  days,  in  doses  of  40  grains  of  sulphate  on  the 
10th,  and  20  grains  on  the  Uth  September,  without  any  remarkable 
effect  on  the  course  of  accidents." 


In  last  analysis  the  records  of  the  Board  show  nineteen  deaths  oc- 
casioned by  this  disease  during  the  whole  season.  The  Board  of 
Health  have  the  certai|[^ty  that  these  few  sporadic  cases  originated 
spontaneously  on  the  soil,  loithout  the  help  of  importation. 

Dr.  A.  F.  Axson,  in  his  remarkable  report  of  1859,  recognizes  alsoin 
that  year  the  same  local  origin  for  the  disease.  After  mentioning 
the  ninety-two  deaths  caused  by  the  typhus-icterodes  in  1859,  he  adds: 
"  As  far  as  any  evidence  to  the  contrary  is  known,  it  was  incontestihly  of 
domestic  origin,  the  product  of  the  soil,  season  and  susceptible  subjects  existing 
concurrently  together.''^ 

This  experience  of  the  two  last  years  is  decisive  ;  the  facts  cannot 
be  doubted.  Prejudiced  minds  may  attempt  to  give  them  an  inter- 
pretation more  in  harmony  with  their  opinions,  but  they  can  never 
succeed  in  concealing  truth,  nor  in  convincing  men  who  know 
how  to  think  for  themselves  without  the  help  of  others. 

It  is  certain,  that  in  1859  the  first  cases  of  yellow  fever  showed 
themselves  among  persons  coming  directly  from  the  West,  who  had 
not  been  exposed  to  any  centre  of  infection,  and  had  in  no  manner 
communicated  with  individuals  suifering  from  this  disease.  As  much 
may  be  said  about  the  few  persons  who,  this  year,  were  attacked 
by  yellow  fever. 

It  remains  shown,  therefore,  that  the  typhus-icterode  may  spring  up 
spontaneously  in  New  Orleans,  independently  of  any  communication 
with  an  infected  port.  Let  us  note,  however,  that  the  mortality  in 
1859,  was  92  which  would  suppose,  admitting  a  grave  morbid 
genius — a  total  of  near  500  patients — a  small  figure,  when  compared 
to  that  of  the  years  1839,  1841,  1853  and  1858,  when  the  number  of 
patients  assumed  formidable  proportions.  It  is,  therefore,  certainly 
permitted  to  maintain  that  the  typhus-icterode  has  not  been  epidemic 
in  1859,  and  much  less  in  1860,  when  only  nineteen  victims  fell  a 
prey  to  the  disease.  A  very  interesting  question  arises  therefrom, 
which  the  Board  of  Health  it;  not  prepared  to  decide  at  present,  on 
account  of  the  research  and  investigation  its  importance  requires.  It 
is  to  know  whether  endemic  yellow  fever,  to  the  reverse  of  imported 
yellow  fever,  is  not  of  its  own  nature  sporadic,  whilst  the  latter  ap- 
pears to  be  essentially  epidemic  in  its  nature.  Further  investiga- 
tions will  enable  us  to  treat  this  important  subject  in  the  next 
Keport  the  Board  of  Health  will  have  the  honor  to  address  to  your 
Excellency. 


Meanwhile,  however,  let  us  make  an  appeal  to  the  past.  We  will 
examine,  first,  the  origin  of  the  epidemic  of  1854.  We  will  seek 
information  concerning  that^year,  1854,  in  the  Report  of  Dr.  Fenner, 
who  will  certainly  not  be  accused  of  partiality;  above  all,  when  he 
makes  concessions  against  his  own  convictions.  Here  is  the  sum- 
mary of  facts,  according  to  this  esteemed  and  able  practician  : 

On  the  8th  of  April,  1854,  a  lady  arrived  here  from  Havana,  in  the 
last  stage  of  yellow  fever.  She  had  been  attacked  by  the  disease 
shortly  after  the  vessel  had  left  the  port  of  Havana.  She  was  carried 
to  the  St.  Louis  Hotel — one  of  the  vastest  establishments  of  the  kind 
in  this  city — where  she  died  the  next  day,  without  having  vomited 
black.  The  skin  was  yellow.  It  was  an  isolated  case — not  a  single 
person  in  the  hotel  contracted  the  disease. 

We  will  not  insist  upon  this  exceptional  case,  imported  to  New 
Orleans,  at  a  season  little  favorable  to  the  propagation  of  the  dis- 
ease. The  medical  annals  of  Louisiana  do  not  give  a  single  instance 
of  the  typhus-ictcrode  epidemic  having  broken  out  in  the  month  of 
April,  There  is  nothing  strange,  therefore,  that  this  lady,  arrived 
from  Havana  in  the  beginning  of  April,  at  the  last  stage  of  the  dis- 
ease, has  died  without  communicating  tlic  disease  to  those  around 
her,  since  the  conditions  of  development  of  the  typhus  were  com- 
pletely wanting.  ' 

But  here  is  (always  according  to  the  Report  of  Dr.  Fenner,  for  the 
year  1854),  on  the  ITth  of  June,  an  authentic  case  that  manifests 
itself  in  the  Luzenburg  Hospital.  The  patient  was  a  German,  robust, 
aged  about  thirty  years,  in  the  country  since  about  three  years,  and 
employed  almost  exclusively  on  the  sleamhoats  that  run  from  Nciv  Orlmtis 
to  St.  Louis  and  Louisville.  He  was  arriving  from  one  of  these  two 
cities,  and  went  to  live  in  Fulton  street,  between  Eighth  and  Ninth 
streets,  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Fourth  District,  near  .ToniTson  City. 
Dr.  Legenbacher,  who  attended  him,  recognized  a  case  of  real  yellow 
fever.  Finally,  three  other  cases  break  out  consecutively  ;  the  last 
occTirring  on  the  30th  June,  that  is,  about  a  fortnight  after  the  first. 
None  of  these  four  patients  had  been  exposed  to  an  infected  place. 
Thus  far  the  disease  had  assumed  an  entirely  sporadic  form  ;  but  here 
is  that  on  the  30th  of  June,  the  same  day  the  last  of  the  ibur  patients 
mentioned  was  admitted,  a  Spanish  sailor,  proceeds  to  sa}'  Dr.  Fenner, 
is  brought  into  the  same  room,  having  arrived  at  the  last  stage  of  the 
disease.     He  died  on  the  3d  of  July.     He  came  from  a  vessel  arriving 
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from  Havana,  having  on  board  several  persons  attacked  by  yellow  fever. 
Several  other  sailors  were  carried  to  the  hospital,  from  the  same 
vessel,  who  lived  near  the  Lower  Cotton  Press,  at  a  distance  of  at  least 
two  miles  from  the  spot  where  the  first  case^  of  yellow  fever  above-mentioned 
had  made  its  appearance. 

It  is  impossible,  therefore,  to  establish  any  connection  between 
these  two  cases.  "  It  is  true,^'  adds  Dr.  Fenner,  "that  immedioidy  after 
the  arrival  of  this  vessel  from  Havana,  the  yellow  fever  broke  out  on  board 
the  neighboring  vessels,  and  became  epidemic  in  that  portion  of  the  city  long 
before  it  had  become  so  in  the  section  tchere  the  first  case  originated." 

Have  we  not  here  the  two  morbid  characters  in  presence  ?  The 
first  purely  indigenous,  perpetuating  itself  in  the  sporadic  form  ;  the 
second  the  fruit  of  importation,  which  becomes  epidemic  with  incredible 
rapidity.  Let  us  remember,  now,  what  happened  in  185T.  The 
French  man-of  war,  Le  Tonnere,  arrived  at  the  quarantine,  having  on 
board  several  sailors  with  yellow  fever  ;  the  vessel  is  kept  there,  and 
thirty-two  sailors  fall  victims  to  the  disease.  Thanks  to  the  quaran- 
tine, the  city  was  exempted  from  the  typhus-icterode  during  the  year 
1857. 

However,  the  Board  of  Health  admits  that  it  is  necessary  to  inves- 
tigate further  the  question  before  this  essential  difference  between 
indigenous  yellow  fever  and  imported  yellow  fever — the  former^of  a  par- 
ticularly sporadic  nature,  and  the  second,  on  the  contrary,  epidemic  in 
its  nature  (a  difference  which  exists,  after  all,  between  the  cholera 
nostras,  or  indigenous,  and  the  Asiatic  or  imported  cholera),  can  be 
established  as  an  axiom. 

The  Board  of  Health  does  not  pretend  to  solve  the  question  here  ; 
it  takes  it  up  and  submits  it  to  the  just  appreciation  of  competent 
men,  convinced  that  a  serious  examination  on  the  part  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  profession  would  soon  bring  the  truth  to  light. 

The  data  which  precede  are,  we  believe,  amply  sufficient  to  con- 
vince the  most  obstinate  of  the  spontaneous  occurrence  of  sporadic 
yellow  fever  in  New  Orleans,  We  hope  they  will  prove  equally  suf- 
ficient to  men  of  the  profession,  as  the  medical  history  of  the  (year 
1860,  The  logical  conclusion  we  may  draw  from  the  facts  which 
we  have  cited,  is,  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  protect 
the  city  from  the  importation  of  yellow  fever,  since  the  imported  fever 
tends  evidently  to  become  epidemic,  whilst  indigenous  yellow  fever 
appears,  on  the  contrary,  to  assume  a  sporadic  character. 


After  closing  the  history  of  yellow  fever  in  the  year  ISGO,  the 
Board  of  Health  believe  it  their  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
Excellency  to  certain  points  of  medical  police,  of  tlio  greatest 
importance. 

The  weekly  returns  of  the  ceractries  show  an  abuse  as  much  to  l)e 
deplored  as  it  is  frequent.  Certificates  of  death  are  found  to  have 
been  given  bj'^  persons  strangers  to  the  profession.  The  proportion 
of  still-born  children  is  too  considerable  to  be  attributed  to  natural 
causes,  Midwives  of  deplorable  incapacity,  not  to  say  of  grossest 
ignorance,  are  called  every  day  near  women  in  confinement,  who, 
thanks  to  their  imprudent  and  ill-timed  manoeuvres,  give  birth  to  still- 
born babes.  These  pretended  midwives,  not  knowing  even  how  to 
write  their  names,  in  order  to  have  these  little  victims  buried,  get 
some  other  person  to  write  a  certificate,  below  which  thoy  make  a 
cross.  This  gross  abuse  has  recently  been  signalized  to  the  public, 
by  the  Coroner,  in  a  judicious  and  praiseworthy  report.  The  Board 
of  Health  cannot  too  strongly  call  your  Excellency's  attention  to  such 
a  deplorable  state  of  things,  and  insist  upon  the  necessity  of  its  com- 
plete abolition.  Such  abuses,  when  not  vigorously  and  promptly 
suppressed,  throw  discredit  on  a  community',  by  giving,  to  a  certain 
extent,  the  supposition  that  it  remains  indifferent  to  the  infanticides 
from  ignorance  which  may  be  committed  in  its  midst,  under  cover  of 
ill-gotten  titles. 

The  same  reflections  may  apply  to  another  class  of  abuses  from 
which  the  public  has  but  too  long  sufTered  until  now.  We  allude  to 
those  men,  alike  without  mission  and  without  conscience,  who, 
claiming  to  be  druggists,  sell  damaged  and  adulterated  medicines, 
which,  consequently,  have  lost  the  cfficacity  that  would  justly  have 
been  expected  therefrom.  These  same  individuals  sell  to  the  first 
comer,  be  he  black  or  white,  free  or  slave,  a  child  or  an  adult, 
poisonous  substances  of  prompt  fatal  effect.  The  results  of  this  con- 
dcmnable  license  arc  fatal  mistakes,  or  suicide,  which,  if  postponed 
until  another  day,  or  even  another  hour,  from  the  impossibility  of 
procuring  the  special  means  of  destruction  sought  by  the  individual, 
would  have  never  taken  place,  as,  often,  a  few  minutes  delay  are 
sufiicient  for  reason  to  return  to  the  unhappy  wretch  who  was  about 
taking  his  own  life. 

Some  years  ago  there  existed  a  Medical  Board,  whose  duty  it  was 
to  examine  the  titles  of  the  physicians,  as  well  as  of  the  druggists  and 
2  BH 
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mid-wives,  who  had  a  diploma  obtained  out  of  this  State.  This  was 
a  powerful  guarauty  for  the  community  ;  but  this  Medical  Board  has 
vanished  under  the  breath  of  an  evil  genius.  The  Board  of  Health 
deem  it  their  duty  to  pray  respectfully  that  your  Excellency  use 
your  high  and  salutary  influence  to  obtain  the  reorganization  of  that 
Board. 

In  closing  this  report^we  beg  leave  to  annex  the  Report  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Health  upon  the  condition  of  the  Quarantine 
ground  after  the  late  hurricane.

To  the  llembers  of  Board  of  Health. 

Gentlemen. — In  compliance  with  your  request,  at  our  last  meeting, 
I  proceeded  to  the  .Quarantine  Station,  Mississippi  River,  to  examine 
damages  occasioned  by  the  late  storm.  I  must  first  describe  the 
situation  of  said  station.  It  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  a  little  removed  from  the  River.  In  the  rear  is  a 
bay  called  Back  Bay,  from  which  the  station  is  separated  by  a 
Prarie,  about  twenty  arpents  in  width. 

Therefore,  it  is  easily  understood  that  the  grounds,  on  wliich  are 
erected  the  Quarantine  Buildings,  is  doubly  exposed  to  inundation, 
from  its  want  of  elevation.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  surround 
the  buildings  by  a  levee  to  protect  them  from  inundation  from  the 
river  or  the  bay.  I  must  add,  that  a  great  portion  of  the  front  and 
rear  levees,  and  near  all  the  eastern  portion  belong  to  the  United 
States.  The  Board  of  Health  has  nothing  to  do  with  this.  The  wind, 
blowing  from  the  east,  caused  the  levee,  belonging  to  the  general 
government,  to  suffer  the  most.  Two  feet  of  earth  being  washed 
away  from  the  same,  by  the  waves,  whilst  only  one  foot  was  lost  from 
ours. 

As  to  the  front  levee,  the  top  (comb),  was  carried  away  through- 
out its  whole  length;  and  I  deem  it  of  great  importance  to  submit  to 
you  the  cause  of  the  peculiarity.  It  appears  that  the  levee  had  been 
thrown  up  on  a  road,  composed  of  shell,  composed  to  incorporate  with 
the  newly  made  levee,  thereby  rendering  its  removal  by  the  waves 
easy.  I  would  suggest  that  the  Board  make  it  a  condition  in  their 
contract  that  this  shell  base  be  removed,  and  that  the  new  levee  be 
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rendered  perfectly  secure.  Independently  of  these,  I  must  cite  other 
damages  occasioned  by  the  storm.  To  say  nothing  of  the  wharf  and 
a  warehouse,  which,  I  think,  belongs  to  the  general  government,  the 
fences  which  surrounded  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  State,  were 
blown  down.  To  give  you  an  idea  of  the  force  of  the  wind,  I  would 
state  that  a  marble  column,  about  twelve  feet  in  height,  placed  out 
the  pedestal  of  a  monument,  erected  by  the  French  Government,  in 
the  year  1859,  in  memory  of  thirteen  marines,  who  died  there,  in 
1857,  on  board  of  the  ship  "  Le  Tonnerre,"  was  thrown  several 
inches  out  of  position,  and  threatens  to  fall.  I  take  the  liberty  of 
recommending  that  the  same  be  repaired  without  delay,  at  the 
expense  of  the  Board  of  Health,  as  a  courtesy  extended  to  a  friendly 
nation,  and  as  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  thirty  victims  who  have 
deserved  the  grief  of  their  government.

RECAriTULATION  FOR  THE  YEAR  I860. 
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R  E'M  ARKS. 

Editors  Picayune :  I  hereby  Band  you  for  publication  tbe  Annual  Monthly  Summary  Table  of  Meteor- 
ological Observations  for  1860.  By  examining  it  with  the  tables,  published  in  your  paper  last  February, 
of  the  four  years  preceding,  the  means  and  totals  of  which  I  have  added  at  the  foot  of  the  above,  it 
will  be  readily  seen  that  some  jieculiarities  of  1860  arc  dcvelopetl,  some  of  which  I  will  note,  com- 
mencing with — 

The  Barometer  liMe. — ^Tlie  average  range  for  the  four  years  is  0.931  inch  ;  for  1860  it  is  1.008  inch, 
the  maximum  occuring  on  the  2d  January,  i.  e.,  30.628  inches,  and  the  minimum  on  the  2d  day  of 
October,  i.  e.,  29.620.  WhiKst  the  mean  for  the  year  is  less  than  the  average  by  0.011  inch  for  the 
year. 

The  Thermometer  Thbk  shows  considerable  difference,  i.  e.,  the  average  mean  temperature  for  the 
four  years  being  69.92,  being,  by  the  by,  nearly  the  same  as  the  mean  average  for  twenty  years  at 
New  Orleans  Barracks,  about  four  miles  below  the  centre  of  the  city — being  69°.  86 — while  the  above 
table  shows  for  1860,  a  mean  for  the  year,  72°. 56,  being  a  little  over  2^4°  in  excess  ;  and  by  comjiar 
iug  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August,  show  a  monthly  mean  excess  of  3.46°,  5.60°  2.37°,  respec- 
tively, above  the  highest  monthly  means  of  any  of  the  four  hust  previous  3-ears. 

The  Hygramder  IbUe  shows  nearly  the  same  as  the  average,  only  being  1°  in  excess. 

The  Weather  Table  shows  37.33  days  more  of  Fair  than  the  average. 

The  Kain  Table,  however,  shows  u  very  remarkable  dilTerence.  In  the  first  place  there  is  only  about 
three-quarters  the  number  of  days  on  which  it  raiuod.  And  in  the  second  place,  only  about  three- 
quarters  the  average  quantity,  i.  e.,  in  1860  there  wa.s  only  39.24  inches,  whilst  the  average  for  the 
four  preceding  years  is  53.29  inches,  and  for  fifteen  years  at  New  Orleans  Barracks  50.90  inches. 

The  Wind  TiMe  also  shows  some  dilTcrenccs,  they  liaving  been  less  frequent  from  the  N.,  N.  E.,and  S. 
E.,  but  more  frequently  from  the  E,  S.  and  W.  ;  while  the  S.  W.  and  N.  W.  about  as  usual,  the  mean 
force  being  a  little  in  excess. 

In  order  that  these  tables  may  be  better  understood,  it  may  be  well  to  add  here  an  extract  from  the 
regulations  by  which  they  are  taken  and  the  manner  of  arriving  at  the  means  : 

All  fractions  are  to  be  expressed  in  decimals,  carried  out  two  points,  the  thermometer  and  hygrome- 
ter to  stand  side  by  side.  One-third  of  the  sum  of  the  three  daily  observations  will  be  registered  as  the 
daily  mean.  The  direction  (D)  and  force  (F)  of  the  winds  will  be  expressed  in  accordance  with  existing 
regulations,  viz  : 


0  will 

signify  a  calm ; 

6  will 

signify  a  very  strong  wind

"  The  whole  number  of  times  any  ix)int  of  the  compass  is  recorded  during  the  month,  gives  the 
'  number  of  observations  ; '  and  the  aggregate  of  the  numbers  denoting  the  force,  gives  the  '  sum  of 
force '  from  that  ix)int.  The  results  thus  obtained  are  to  be  recorded  under  '  Summary  of  Winds 
and  Weather.'  Observations  of  the  weather  will  be  recorded  as  fair  or  cloudy,  and  the  number  of  fair 
and  cloudy  days  during  the  month  will  be  ascertained  by  dividing  the  sum  total  of  each  record  by  3. 
The  number  of  days  on  which  it  rains  or  snows  will  be  noted  separately."' 

To  these  general  remarks  I  will  add  what  is ,  perhaps ,  necessary  to  their  being  ■fully  understood. 

The  first  column  of  figures  on  the  right  of  each  observation  is  intended  to  indicate  the  day  of  the 
month,  and  the  second,  where  there  are  two,  the  hour  of  that  day  on  which  that  observation  occurred, 
and  the  letter  S  in  the  same  situation  indicates  that  more  than  one  observation  of  the  same  took  place 
during  the  month.    For  instance  in  January  1,  the  maximum  height  of  the  barometer  is  30.628  inches, 
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(or  thirty  inches  and  six  hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousands  of  an  inch)  occurred  oc  the  second  day 
of  the  month  at  7  o'clock  a.  m.  So  also  iu  July  under  the  thermometer,  the  maximum  height  97°  oc- 
curred several  times  in  the  month  at  2  p.  m.  ;  but  to  avoid  so  many  figures  the  letter  S  i3  substituted  ; 
in  some  instances  of  the  thermometer  and  hygrometer  it  indicates  not  only  two,  but  several  observa- 
tions of  the  same  took  place. 

Another  matter  which  I  have  found  sometimes  misunderstood — the  record  of  weather  and  rain.  In 
recording  the  number  of  days  of  rain  it  does  not  mean  that  there  were  so  many  rainj'  days,  but  only 
that  on  so  many  days  (of  24  hours)  it  did  rain,  iu  some  instances  the  rain  occurring  during  the  night 
time,  and  not  in  ihe  day  time  at. all.  So,  also,  in  regard  to  the  day  of  fair  or  cloudy  days — in  taking  tin- 
observations  of  which  the  rule  is  to  record  as  cloudy  when  the  heavens  are  not  more  than  half  cast 
over;  and  when  otherwise,  fair  ;  so  that  in  some  instances  it  occurs  that  cloudy  is  recorded  when  the 
suu  may- be  shining  and  bright,  mid  on  the  contrary  fair,  when  the  sun  may  be  overcast  by  clouds  so 
as  to  give  the  appe.irancc  of  cloudy  weather,  but  still  not  in  -sufficient  quantity  as  to  cover  half  the 
heavens.
